The author of the "Mirrors of Wash- 


ington'' says of Senator Knox, whose sud- 
den death brought both shock and regret 
to the nation, that he "has longed to soar 
like the eagle buVhe has had the wings of 
the sparrow.'' According to this writer's 
opinion Mr. Knox. who held three great 
offices of the republic, 
attorney-general, 


secretary of state and senator, stood on 
the threshold of greatness repeatedly, hut 
just missed this status. He was at the 
time of his death undoubtedly the most in- 
tellectual man in the senate, but there "was 
something about his intellectuality which 
repelled rather than enlisted intimate per- 
sonal admiration. Mr. Knox was not 
popular, although his advice was eagerly 
sought by his colleagues on all important 
legislation involving international rela- 
tions or legal principles. 


Mr. Roosevelt considered Knos second 


only to Elihu Root in mentality. He tried 
•without success to groom him for the 
presidency, but the effort was a dismal 
failure for both himself and his secretary 
of state. Mr. Knox had none of the quali- 
ties which appeal to the popular imagin- 
ation.- and he doubtless 
saved himself 


many disappointments in public life by ac- 
-knowledgmg his weaknesses in this re- 
spect. Further light is shed on his per- 
sonality by the truthful observation that 
he was a philosopher enamored of public 
life but unwilling to suffer the inconveni- 
ences it involved. 


Indifference was his marked characteris- 


tic. Perhaps it was chiefly temperamen- 
tal.- coming from a sincere dislike of the 
•n-ays, and methods of politics and an un- 
willingness to descend to their practice 
to elevate himself. Mr.''Knox was fully 
aware of-his intellectual superiority-and 
he never would risk a course of action that 
might impair its prestige or his mental 
self-respect. 
' '

Mr. Knox'~s greatest achievement easily 


•was the judgment he secured in the de- 
partment of justice against the Northern 
Securities merger, the foremost victory 
ever won by the government under the 
Sherman anti-trust 'act. This victory, 
•won against the judgment as well as the 
talents of the ablest attorneys in the 
country, considerably modified his repute- 
lion as a corporation, lawyer. He became 
feared and respected as a trust buster. 
His service all the while he was attorney- 
general was of the highest order, and he 
will go down as one of the best who has 
filled this office. As secretary of state he 
won considerably less renown. It was dur- 
ing his regime that the unhappy era of 
"dollar diplomacy" was ushered in. Mr. 
Knox wound up his 'career in the state 
department by almost avoiding the office 
and turning most of the work over to -a 
subordinate. 


Mr. Knox's last essay into the strife of 


government came with his opposition to 
the peace treaty, and particularly the 
League of Nations. He originated the 
idea of'a separate peace with Germany, 
which he in effect lived to realize, but it 
is doubtful if history will accord him hon- 
or for the part he played in this discredit- 
able business. Mr. Knox drew some of 
the reservations proposed to the League 01 
ICatjous aud would have accepted Ameri- 
can participation in the League modified 
to moot his views. He was aa ardent 
American and his moral integrity was 
never in question throughout his long wir- 
vicc in public life.

IRISH CONFERENCE LOOKS 


FAVORABLE 


The crucial 
conference 
between Ire- 


land and Great Britain has opened auspi- 
ciously. The circumstances under which 
the delegates have met are undoubtedly 
more favorable than they have been at any 
previous attempt to reach a settlement. 
This is due to two controlling facts. In the 
first place both sides realize that the time 
finally has come when the cards must be 
laid upon the table and a decision made 
one way or the other. The time for de- 
bate over abstract formulae has passed, 
so has the period for diplomatic play to 
popular approval. 
In the second place, 


the prime obstacles to an understanding 
have been temporarily laid aside, and if 
they can be kept in the background until 
the true positions of the parties to the con- 
troversy are established it is reasonable to 
expect the conference will be successful. 
It is significant that at the first session of 
the conference Mr. Lloyd George care- 
fully^ refrained from, the use of the word 
"sovereignty,"'while the Irish delegates 
were equally scrupulous in their avoidance 
of the term "independence." 


Manifestly, the real work of the con- 


ferees is to determine upon what basis, 
if any, Ireland may consent to'enter the 
British commonwealth of nations. 
AVe 


have had the assurance of De Valera that 
there is a basis for Irish association with 


the" "community of nations known as the 
British empire. "-""The point he has stood 
upon is recognition by Great Britain of 
the independent status of Ireland and its 
entrance into the union of its own free will' 
and accord. In order to see whether a 
basis can be arrived at the representatives 
of Great Britain and Ireland have side- 
tracked the question of their status in the 
conference, that is as to whether or not 
Ireland is an independent nation. Mr. 
Lloyd George does not recede from'his 
position that it is not. DeValera and his 
associates do not waive their contention 
that it is. No admissions are made and in 
the event of failure neither side has pre- 
judiced its case. 


Since the vital issue for the purpose of 


the' conference is whether Jreland is to for- 
mally accept a place in the British empire 
there is no reason why the dispute over 
*the momentary status of Ireland should be 
allowed lo enter and possibly frustrate the 
negotiations. It is quite conceivable that 
if the terms on which Ireland is to enter 
the British union are fixed. Great Britain 
may permit Ireland to sign a treaty as an 
independent nation. In the last analysis 
the stability and the permanence of the 
British empire must rest, as we have pre- 
viously pointed out, on a foundation of 
union rather thanjpn a foundation of force- 
fully imposed sovereignty. Viewed from 
this standpoint,' the manner of ratifying 
Irish allegiance to the union is of second- 
ary importance. Both sides realize the vi- 
tal elements on which these negotiations in 
Downing Street will run, and both sides, 
appear to be highly optimistic. Likewise 
the people of both England and Ireland 
seem to sense a successful outcome of the 
conference. These indications must be re- 
garded as distinctly favorable.

Carbon monoxide Is an odorless, colorless, taste- 


ess, but very poisonous gas which may _ be formed 
vhorcevcr or whenever any organic matter such j 
as coal. wood. oil. gas or gasoline is burned without | 
a free supply of air. It is tho carbon monoxide in < 
ho exhaust from tho automobile engine running in 
a. closed garage that brings death to many a man , 
tinkering with his car in cold weather. It is the 
carbon monoxide In illuminating gas that mainly 
accounts for the fatal effects of such poisoning. It 
s carbon monoxide that makes coal gas from a 
stove- a menace to the life of the sleeper who does 
not believe in open bedroom -windows in all weath- 
•rs. It is probably carbon monoxide gas—probably, 
say. this time—in tobacco smoke that accounts for 
ho toxic or poisonous or injurious effects of to- 
bacco.

At any rate a small proportion of this lethal gas 


n the atmosphere ls> capable of causing startling 
effects. So important is this that physicians and 
engineers have taken special precautions for the 
,-entilation of the tunnel for venicular traffic under 
he Hudson at New York, for the exhaust of auto- 
mobiles using the tunnel might create a menace to 
>crsons passing through. Many serious or fatal 
cases of gassing in industries are carbon monoxide 
>oisoning. Chemists have observed, that one-fifth of 
one per cent of carbon monoxide gas in the air is 
ufficient to produce alarming or fatal poisoning if 
he air so polluted is inhaled for a period of six 
hours.

Ledoux'believes in a thing which he 
calls cosmic consciousness, and that is

s one reai,on,_o_f_course, why he is 
acceptable to all ^classes of men. and 
s commended by' radical and conser- 
•ative, capitalist and worker, at the 
ame time. Ledoux does not believe 
hat institutions vand politics are worth 
worrying about.*- He believes that 
man is capable of a higher grade of 
consciousness than most men have yet 


ttained. and that his only progress 


will come from education in the broad- 
est sense, which will help him to come 
nto that consciousness. 


I recognized no sin except the 


vaste of energy." he explained, when 
he was interviewed in his little hall 
jedroom at a local hotel.

gards as waste of energy. All good 
comes from acting upon tho motive of 
love—from friendly cooperation.

In the philosophy which Ledoux 


expounds—speaking often in a sort 
of .blank verse, with his eyes closed— 
there are traces of primitive Christian- 
ity, of tho teachings of Moses, M(>- 
hammed, Buddha, of the sacred books 
of the Hindoos, of Confucius and of 
tho great American poct,_Walt Whit- 
man, 
whose works Ledoux says that 


he knows by heart. He does not de- 
ny that his inspiration comes from 
all of these. He says that all of the

and 


who tried to impart it to their fellow 
men. 
That he regards as his mission 


too. but he hastens to assure you that 
he does not regard himself as either a 
prophet or a poet. He seems eager 
to escape the repute of being one more 
amateur messiah. He says that his 
words are nothing, what he does. ev. 
crything. He proposes to preach a 
gospel by acting it—by giving the ex 
ample of a life devoted to unselfish 
service.

He has nothing, he says, and ^he 


wants nothing. He gave up a success- 
ful professional career for his present 
work. He wears castoff clothing given 
him by friends and never knows where 
his next dollar is coming from. He 
has a wife and three grown children, 
all of whom he has taught to support 
themselves. 
He believes tha^ the In- 


dividual who devotes himself to the 
feeding of another individual creates 
one loafer and one slave. He does 
not believe that any one should be a 
dependent after childhood. 


Ledoux is perhaps our only public 


figure who speaks to his interviewers 
in a sort of poetry. For example this: 


He Speaks in Meter 


"My mission is to lift up the hearts 


of the down-hearted, and to bring a 
greater measure of love and beauty 
into the lives of the long denied.- For 
that purpose I have become a servant, 
of the sen-ants, serving the hewers of 
wood and the drawers of water—the 
builders of the pyramids." 


Whether you like it or not. you have 


to admit that it is pretty good free 
verse. 


Ledoux is a big, barrel chested, ath- 


letic-looking man, with a 
head of 


classical design, and a smile that nev- 
er wavers. He says that ,he is never 
unhappy because he wants nothing 
and so cannot be 'disappointed. His 
presence Is undeniably impressive and 
magnetic. It would be' hard for any 
one to overlook him or laugh at him. 
He is widely read. He is_a'vegetarian, 
uses no tobacco, alcohol or 
condi- 


ments. He says that he sleeps' but two 
to four hours a day, and that he has 
cut his sleep down gradually from 
eight hours, as he has eliminated 
from his life the burden of personal 
desiref" and strife. He is, a volumin- 
ous and eloquent talker,' with a mind 
of astonishing variety. 
He will "tell 


you a funny incident, outline a prac- 
tical plan for a home for the unenv 
ployed, and recite to you his poetic- 
mystical version of tho evolution of 
life from the protozoon to cosmic con- 
sciousness, all within an hour. What-, 
ever else he may be, he Is unique and 
Interesting.

In that part of tho (Vcndeo looking 
out upon the turbulent waters of the 
Bay of Biscay, Georges Clemcnceau 
was born. Wythc Williams tells in 
the graphic story published recently 
how 
Clemenceau has 
chosen 
the 


'place of his beginning as the one 
which is to mark his ending. 


Even if the World war had never 


came. Clemcnceau would have been 
placed in the front rank of French- 
men of his time. His caustic, pen and 
his even more caustic tongue had 
multiplied his enemies until no politi- 
cal group could be found in which 
they were not influential. 
At one 


time he made and unmade ministers 
so quickly that being asked why he 
had placed in power a well known 
present day statesman, he replied: 
"I have run out of good material." 


Although once prime minister, it 


is doubtful whether he -would have 
bwen chosen for that office again had 
not necessity driven a distracted 
parliament to turn to him in the dark- 
est hour the French people had ever 
known. It seemed at the time that 
he was 
chosen to 
<nd a forlorn 


hope. The Russian army, which up 
to then had held a. large part of the 
forces of the central empires on the 
eastern front, had collapsed and re- 
leased those forces for the western 
field of operations. 
Italy - had just 


suffered a defeat from which it was 
thought there could be no recovery. 
The British ministry was tottering 
and the pathleve ministry had fallen 
when Clemenceau • was called to save 


' Fr.-ince'and the allied cause. It. was 


a critical hour, but the man -was 
there. 


tDne of his first acts was to send 


Foch to Italy to advise, to encourge 
and to stem the tide of disaster. In 
talking with Foch immediately after 
his return to France this illustrious 
soldier told me that with the 'help 
of the French and English troops 
sent to Italy that 'front -would re 
main "glued together until spring." 
' Then came the interallied confer- 
ence at Paris in late November, 1917. 
It was hore that nearly complete 
co-ordmace of all the resources of the 
allies was brought about and.the final 
"defeat of the central powers made 
possible. " It is doubtful ,if history 
records such celerity, of action as 
took place during 
this 
memorable 


conference.,, 
AH persiflage was cast 


aside and work, work day and night, 
was substituted for talk. 
Although 


jnany of the .'leading allied- states- 
inen had-plannecM:o_ make important 
speeches,' none was "permitted to be 
made! Clemcnceau opened the first 
Welcome, •'and the American 
repre- 


sentative, clcsed the last session^wlth 
a five minutes speech of appreciauonT 


That was 
typical of Clemenceau 


and his methods until the end-of the 
war. His courage begot couragc,_and 
he soon heartened the allied forces 
iR every direction. When some timid 
qfficial^askc'd if he did not think..thc 
s'eat of" government should again be 
moved from Paris, he replied, "Tea. 
It should be moved nearer the front." 
' He wag the first of those in civil 
authority to see the necessity for a 
supreme command, and soon after he 
came into power he urged that it be 
.brought about. If if had been done 
'fcat that time the disasters which came 


In' the spring of 131S could not have 
occurred and 
victory might 
have 


come many months before it did. 


Of those sitting1 in tho armistice 


proceedings. 
Clemcneeau 
had 
the 


most difficult part. It was a moment 
Vhen the 
emotions "surged

most, and it was not easy to reason 
calmly and with judgment. 
After 


fifty anxious years, four of which 
were filled with the horrors of war. 
Franco was emerging 
triumphant. 


The war hnd meant more to her than 
to' her allies and peace was'likewise

offered the 
prime minister—advice 


which it would have l>een madness 
to accept. 
But he "held himself in 


hand, and 
again 
proved 
himself 


worthy of the confidence reposed In 
him.At the peace conference, which 
soon followed, the times were calmer 
and he thought his way through it 
with an undeviatinp purpose.
